The third and last obje :tion is the sup- 


posed danger of leaving oany European 
power the naming of an impire in certain 
contingencies. 


Fx-3enator George 1'. Edmunds has 


unswered the first two o' these objections 
In the following masterly way. He stye: 


With sincere respect for the gentlemen 


lions, I think that the: are quite un- 
xvho, it is said, have suggested these objec - 
founded and that thos<- who have ad- 
vanced them must have tailed to observe 
the careful language use 1 in the treaty. 
Tho words upon which i he criticisms are 
based are found in arti< le 4, as follows. 
*AH other matters in difference, in re- 
apect of which either of tbe high con- 
tracting parties shall hi VQ rights against 
the other under treaiy or otherwise.1 
AVhat, then,are 'rights against the other T 
In theory ot the muni-'ipal state and of 
&11 its autonomy tbe rig its of one citizen 
against another are esse ntially and exclu- 
sively thorn things tha . the laws of the 
Btate enjoin upon each in regard to the 
other. This is the whole definition. Pre- 
cisely the same is true in international 
law and has been during the centuries of 
intercourse between na1 ions. This, I be- 
lieve, all writers on natural law and in- 
ternational law agree In. 
To illustrate these pr jpositlons: I take 
U tbat the United States has no right 
agcinst Great Britain in regard to her 
opinions in Abyssinia 
nor would sbe 
bave any rights against us if we were to 
attempt to share in tba partition of Af- 
rica. In the case of Tu -key, if wa were to 
•eize the whole of Asia Minor and estab- 
lish peace and order tb are ',as the British 
hove done, in substance, in Egypt) we 
should have invaded no right of any 
power except Turkey. The same is, of 
course, true tn respec'- of our relations 
and conduct with the Mates of the west- 
ern hemisphere under the Monroe doc- 
trine or under any other policy that we 
think it best to adopt. It was, then, the 
clear and perfectly understood distinc- 
tion between tbe rights of one nation 
agninst another and -heir interests and 
policies in regard toother nations that 
doubtless led to a sep irate tw»ty in re- 
gird K> the Venzuelan question; tor botb 
governments knew that the aftair could 
not possibly come \vittinthe scope of tbe 
coneral treaty. 
Yon will see, therefore 
fiat the phrase of tb > treaty which is 
cviticis«d is tbe most aDt possible to mark 
t.:c boundary of arbitration, and that ii 
leaves the Monroe doctrine unaffected. 


To the third objection against having a 


European arbitrator, -Mr. Edmunds saje: 
It is enough to say tha:, so far as our con- 
Biderable experience has gone in such 
mailers, we have never had occasion to 
complain of the actior of any sovereign in 
mining an umpire or in deciding a de- 
pute. In the great arbitration treaty of 
1S71 
we agreed that three members of tho 


Cieneva tribunal she ild be named by 
three sovereigns—two of them European 
—and that if any or all of thesesovereijens 
should fail to name these members, the 
king of Sweden shou d name them all 
And, 
in the same trea y we did not hesi- 
tate to submit the ve/y important ques- 
tion of our boundary (*o tbe Pacific coasl 
to the eaaperor of Germany. 


I am an intense sup >orter of the Mon 
roe doctrine. I believe the building of 
the Nicaragua canal under the auspices 
Of the United States tn be of urgent neces- 
sity. 1 believe most earnestly iu intei- 
national arbitration to the utmost exten- 
tbat c ivilized, just ar d self-respecting na- 
tions can go, and 1 most earnestly hope 
tbat the senate will r itify the treaty as il 
in proponed, as the f rst step—very greal 
and auspicious—tow ird the attainment 
of peace among nations.

that thero are two varieties of anthracite 
COR]. The bard anthracite kindles slowly, 
but gives a lasting and strong fire. It 
tuay bo recognized by Its red ush. It is a 
far more economical coal to buy for tlio 
range thnn tlio more common ^vliito aah 
or soft aHthnicIto. 
Tho soft nntlmtclto, 


however, will do better in the grit to be- 
cause it 111 ft tee A raelier more luminous 
fire, possessing something ot tho brilliancy 
of bituminous coal, but none of its smoke. 


The Roftiinthrncito is distinguished from 


the hard anthracite by He white ash. Prob- 
ably tho cook wilt prefer thewlilto ash 
cool hecausa H comes up quicker iu the 
morning. 


There IB about tho same difference, how- 


ever, in a fire made of pino or tiny soft 
wood and one made of hickory or oak aa 
there is between a fire of white ash ooal 
and one of red ash. The red nali conl give1) 
out n more intense heat, Insures a butler 
ovon und is n better fire for broiling. The 
best broiling is not done over caul, how- 
ever, but over the redlioc embers of a hick- 
ory flro. Even this flre is (superseded now 
by tho modem gns clove, where rousting 
atsd broiling are both done under tbe flame 
in.a draft so that no taint of tho gas can 
affect the went. 


Tho beet kindling wood for a stove or 


range contains about equal nmounts of 
bard and soft wood. It IB utterly superflu- 
ous for any intelligent person to add kero- 
sene or aetiestoN soaked in kerosene. 
Tho 


latter IB a contrivance frequently offered 
to assist tn kindling the fire and practictil- 
}y indestructible and safe. It lenvep, how- 
ever, an unpleasant odor, like all such pat- 
ent flre kiudlera, and Its use ie entirely 
unnecessary. 


If the paper is crumpled loosely nnd the 


kindling wood Inid in ]oo.=ely KO as to al- 
low air to blow through tho masa from "ue- 
neath and reach Che chimney through tho 
drafts, there will be no tliflU-ulty in start- 
ing the fira. 
Whoa the fire fulls to buni. 


it is hrcause there is aorao impediment to 
the drafts or because the kindling wood ia 
damp. 


The little bundles of kindling sold by 


the grocer are very apt to harbor water 
bugs and cockroaches, and for timt iciifion 
careful houaekepecrs prefer to buy their 
wood by the quantity and keep it in tlio 
coal cellar. 
Where wood is needed for tho 


flre in the mom ing it should bo brought 
up tho night before uud loft in tlio hetillug 
closet uiidor the oven to dry. It is much 
more economical to buy wood by tho cord 
or quarter cord than by tho bundle.—^cw 
York Tribune.
